Of figures and not of principle, it is the 
opinion at the state department that it 
can be settled amicably.» 

There has beén an important change in 
the programme respecting the whole 
‘fabric of Cuban treaties. It had been 
originally fntended to perfect a reciproc- 
ity treaty before undertaking to deal 
with other relations that-must be defined 
by treaty. As it is now seen that the 
subject of reciprocity is one that will 
require considerable time for its disposi- 
tion, the government here is about to un- 
dertake negotiations looking to ‘other 
matters. 

The navy is pressing for the coaling sta- 
tions promised under the terms of ‘the 
‘Platt amendment and the Cuban govern- 
ment will be at once invited to open ne- 
gotiations on this point. Sites for coal- 
ing stations were selected tentatively 
many months ago by Admiral Bradford, 
chief of the equipment bureau, but. of 
the four points selected, one, Havana 
harbor, has been abandoned from regard 
to Cuban sensibility. It is not likely that 
further sacrifices of that kind will be 
made and the other three points, namely, 
Nippe, on the north cast, and Cienfue- 
gos and Guantanamo, 6n the south coast 
of the island, will be chosen as perma- 
nent locations.

Pittsburg, Pa., October 28.—Negotia- 
tions are under way for a merging of the 
Pittsburg Coal Company and the Monon- 
gahela River Consolidated Coal and Coke 
Company, with their combined authorized 
capitalization of $110,000,000 and assets of 
$120,088,581. Congolidation of these inter- 
ests will launch by far the strongest 
bituminous concern in the world. The 
combined coal output of the two concerns 
is close to 30,000,000 tons a year. The plan 
is to make the Pittsburg Company lessee 
and the purpose to economize operations. 

Successful termination of the deal will 
end the trade rivalry which has existed 
between the two cérepanies, either under 
Or on the surface. 

The negotiations which are now on to 
bring the two big interests together are 
understood to be between two men, Pres- 
idents Francis L.@Robbins, of the Pitts- 
burg Coal Company, and Colonel] J. B.

| Alleged That State Witnesses Are 


Held in New Jersey. 


New York, October 28.—Interest in the 
Molineux trial centered today in the ef- 
forts of the prosecution to introduce the 
evidence given at the first trial by two 
important witnesses who are now in New 
Jersey and beyond the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

The witnesses in question are Mamie 
Melando, the girl formerty employed by 
Molineux, who testified that he used the 
three crescent note paper that hae figured 
sO prominently in the trial, and Joseph 
Farrell, a Newark detective, who testi- 
fied to having seen Molineux on the af- 
ternoon the silver botleholMer was bought. 
Great importance is attached to Judge 
Lambert's decision relative to the admis- 
sibility of this testimony, which will be 
rendered tomorrow morning. 

Handwriting experts continued today to 
testify as to the identity of the writing 
on the poison package address and Cor- 
nish and Barnett letters with that of 
Molineux. 

After recess Charles E. Cotver, now 
treasurer of the City Trust Company of 
Newark, formerly paying teller of the 
Essex county national bank, where Moli- 
neux had an account, testified he had 
known Molineux's signature for four years 
and that he had made a careful study 
of the disputed and concede handwritings.

“My Comrades: Since last we met the

again the generous courtesies of brave 
and just men of all civilized people who 
have considered our cause and respected 
our chivalrous devotion to it. We have 
heard the names of our great leaders 
pronounced with eulogy in all the tongues 
spoken by enlightened mankind, while 
the character and conduct of the soldiery 
of our armies, together with the char- 
acteristic virtues of our people, have had 
equal praise. Our history .has become 
more truthful through the thoughtful 
search of wise investigators among the 
indestructible foundations where. the 
treasure of our momentous struggle lies. 
Such men have seen how genuinely true 
to conscience were our convictiohs and 
how absolutely plumb with the right of 
man to be ruled in righteousness, was 
the governmental] structure we fought to 
maintain. We have the comfort which now 
and then has lifted noble men from de- 
spair when their cause has failed, that 
the sacrifices of blood and treasure on be- 
half of that enlightened conviction and 
courage which impels true men to do 
their duty regardless of cost will be ac- 
cepted at the throne of enlightened hu- 
man judgment and that the flame which 
consumes the sacrifice kindled by the 
breath of heaven will make a beacon by 
which nations may steer ig safety 
through the pathliess troubled seas of 
human government. Hiaving vielded ‘to

“Among these sons behold our daugh- 
ters as they with their surviving mothers 
march under the white flag of womah’s 
troth to truth that bears a single central 
star of southern woman's devotion to 
our dearest memories. * * * * *# * # @ 

“Tae city of Columbus which sO 
promptly and fully met the demands of 
Confederate honor by the gift. of all it 
had for the Confederate cause, knew 
well the meaning of that Confederate tie 
which binds ourselves and its own peopic 
so closely together. It has given us ad- 
mission through its gates into a city 
which the soutaerner loves to love. With 
great-heartedness it admits within gates 
ajar the brave old boys who once wore 
the gray in uniform and now wear the 
honored gray of advancing years with 
hearts as young and spirits as strong as 
ever, They have come from the moun- 
tains of north Georgia, tae hills and 
vales of middle Georgia, the levels and 
lakes of southern Georgia—from every 
part of the beloved state for which they 
and their associates fought. Such men 
as they can accept the hospitalities of 
such a city as Columbus. They enter its 
homes conscious of taeir right to the 
esteem in which they are held, and grate- 
ful for the manifestation of it by a 

eople who are themselves conscious of 
bee. ta heroically discharged their own 
duties in the trying years of the Con- 
federate war. 

“IT design to make but a short address 
and therefore will present briefly only u 
few important suggestions for your con- 
sideration. 

‘1, Let me entreat you to. sustain 
our unique fraternity with greater and 
even more affectionate interest than evcr, 
Let the general work of the division be 
increased. Let the brigades become more 
effective and every camp more active. 
We should not be satisfied until the name 
and record of every worthy confederate 
has been placed in the keeping of some 
camp. Commanders of camps are seri- 
ously urged to appoint committees of true 
confederates, who will obtain the names 
of all confederates within the county and 
gain the consent of each confederate to 
have his name recorded on the camp roll. 
This important work can be quickly done 
by the use of blanks, from which a con- 
solidated camp roll can be made and fur- 
nished to division headquarters. Place 
an active historian at the head of these 
committees and give him the responsibl> 
charge of the historic work to be cone 
by the camp. 

“2. Every camp should meet at least 
four times during each year, one of which 
meetings should be a general reunion of 
all confederates, their sons, daughters 
and friends in the county. Reunions of 
companies, regiments and other com- 
mands have proven valuable auxiliaries 
in collecting personal records and com- 
pany history. It is here urged with earn- 
estness that the coming year be made no- 
table with reunions of this kind. The 
survivors of every company and regi- 
ment should feel it to be a sacred duty 
to perfect the rosters and records of 
their commands. 

‘3. The neglect by our great state of 
the historical records and rosters of its 
soldiers has been often mentioned with 
hitherto unavailing regrets and it is 
trusted that something will be done by 
the present legislature to have these ros- 
ters rfected and records completed. A 
considerable mumber of the muster rolls 
of infantry dre in the adjutant general's 
office, but nearly all are imperfect, while 
tne cavalry, artillery and sailors are 
missing. As your commander I have 
been diligent in the cause of your per- 
sonal and company records, and have 
made a valuable collection, and I now 
believe the time is propitious for the 
state to cooperate with you practicaliy 
in perfecting the muster rolls and records 
of its confederate commands. To this 
end I suggest that a committee composed 
of all the camp and division historians 
present at this reunion meet to consider 
a plan by which we can cooperate with 
the state and all patriotic asociations in 
preparing and printing these valuable 
records. .Al] the highest obligations of 
government to its citizens appeal] to our 
state on this behalf. Aside from the 
fidelity of the confederate soldiers to their 
State while in war, they and their sons 
have built up Georgia since that struggle 
ended. Confederate soldiers have paid 
taxes into the treasury for forty years 
and in all other respects borne the bur- 
dens of government. It should be further 
considered that the general confederate 
character for worthy citizenship is an 
element of the country’s riches, better 
than taxable wealth, and that all these 
things having become the heritage of the 
present generation, they furnish weighty 
considerations why the names and ser- 
vices of Georgia’s heroic men should not 
be consigned to oblivion. 

“4. You must still keep strict guard 
over the history that enters your homes 
and schools. There has been a gain, a 
gratifying gain in the fulness and fair- 
ness of statement and in the elimination 
of irritating sectional allusions in histo- 
ries and other books. Yet, there are 
some mercenary publishers who pay 
writers to pander to sectional prejudice 
and of course these hirelings care nothing 


for the truth. There are other books 
which skillfully betray the southern peo- 
ple with half praise and half pity. We 
cannot appreciate books of this class. 
because we know that half justice is 
double injustice. as a half truth is a 
whole lie. We want simply all the truth 
told in the spirit of patriotism and re- 
spect for our whole country and everv 
part of it. No request can be more just 
than this which we make. that our lead. 
ers in education, presidents, superin- 
tendents, boards ard all authorities in 
our state exclude from. our schools afl 
books which do not deal justly and full¢ 
with the southern states, their people 
and their history.

The Georgia state convention of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy was 
called to order by the president, Miss 
Mildred Rutherford, of Athens; Ga., this 
morning at 10 o'clock in the chapel hall 
of the Southern Female college. Tae hail 
was appropriately decorated for the oc- 
casion with confederate flags, some of 
which show the marks of battles they 
were in and the blood of those who car- 
ried them. Also the pictures of battle 
fields and scenes and confederate officers. 
Tais is the eigath annua! session of the 
convention, and the most largely attend- 
ed in its history. This is not a conven- 
tion of woman’s rights or anything of 
the sort, but is a band of noble women 
whose aims and purposes are just and 
holy, doing what they can to perpetuate 
the memories of the lost cause.

Hepudiating the Negro. 

We would scarcely have looked, 
right in the nub end of a national 
campaign, for so staunch a republican 
newspaper as The Hartford Courant, 
considered the organ of Senator Jo 
seph R. Hawley, its proprietor, to add 
a cracking blow to the political pre- 
sumptions of the southern negroes. 

The Courant frankly accepts the 
fact that the bulk of the negroes in 
the south have been successfully dis- 
franchised and that the work is irre 
versible. Therefore it says the repub- 
licans of the south and the country 
must adjust themselves to the changed 
conditions and no longer count the dis- 
franchised voters as elements of the 
republican organization. They are as 
much alien to political action and con- 
sideration as the unnaturalized and un- 
enfranchised of any other race among 
our population. 

It advises southern republicans to 
seize the opportunity to recruit their 
ranks with white voters who have 
heretofore been voting the democratic 
ticket “under duress,” whatever The 
Courant may include in the phrase. 
|'Of course, The Courant has yet to 
learn that men are not democrats in 
the south because they are coerced, or 
because it is fashionable to be such. 
it enjoys the same confusion of ideas 
on the subject as most of its republi- 
can contemporaries and utterly ig- 
nores the fact that if white men, such 
as Colonel Buck, now minister to Ja- 
pan, and Walter Johnson, collector of 
customs in Atlanta, and Hon. William 
. | L. Scruggs, ex-minister to Venezuela, 
‘and thousands of other white native 
/or adopted southern republicans, can 
go to the polls and vote republican 
|ballots without challenge, or hin- 
drance, or loss of social and business 
prestige—which thing they do contin- 
| ually—there has been no reason why 
‘any white voter in the south who 
wanted to vote the republican ticket 
should not have done so for many 
years past. 

But men vote the democratic ticket 
'here in the south because they are 
democrats from principle, just as men 
in Connecticut vote the republican 
' ticket, we hope, for the like reason. 
It is no more a sign of duress upon re- 
publican voters in Georgia that there 
is not a republican candidate for con- 
, ress in the whole state today than 
‘it is of like duress upon democratic 
voters in Pennsylvania that there is 
not a democratic candidate in any of 
| the six congressional districts of Phil- 
| adelpBia, or in. the four districts in 
/and about Pittsburgh. The Courant 
is simply treading dead water when 
it talks of men in the south voting 
the democratic ticket under duress. 

The real solid substance of The 
Courant’s editorial is in the tail of it. 
; | The sting is there in the advice to the 
| republican managers to refuse further 
‘recognition and admission to the na- 
| tional conventions of the party to the 
_venal negro delegations that have dis- 
graced the party and debauched its 
| decisions in the past. With Cuffee 
thus disbarred from the shambles his 
last significance as an American poli- 
tician will go into the outer darkness 
with other evanished nightmares.

When Do We Get Old? 

The death of Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton in her 87th year again suggests 
| the question, “At what age does one 
become old?” Very few people in 
America, seeing her name so often 
quoted in connection with current re- 
‘form movement, or attached to maga- 
-gine and newspaper articles, or as be- 
ing a speaker of some public meeting, 
have stopped to think of her as an 
old woman. 

In antediluvian days it is clear that 
a person could not be deemed old until 
‘he had passed the five hundred years 
mark, for he died at a ripe old age 
somewhere beyond nine hundred 
years of mortal toil and troubles. But 
the longevity of mankind diminished 
gradually with the increase of civiliza- 
tion until five centuries ago a man 
was deemed old at fifty years and 
those who held out to three seore 
years and ten were counted especial 
favorites of providence. 

But statistics show that within the 
last century the art of living even 
amid the heat and friction of civiliza- 
‘tion, has become better known and 
'the period of longevity extended 

among those who are careful. pru- 
'dent and temperate, so that most men 
|; and women, not overtaxed by physicat 
| labors or dissipation, are yet young at 
| fifty years. 
Those who are well-known in the 
- + world and have outlived Mrs. Stanton 
_are few. Among them may be recalled 
| General Cassius M. Clay, the old Furi- 
|oso of Kentucky; Pope Leo XIII, ex- 
| Senator Reagan, of Texas and the 
| Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 

On the other hand she lived more 
years than General Wade Hampton, 
.ex-Senator Evarts, Queen Victoria, 
' Crispi, Professor Virchow and many 
| others who attained greater celebrity 
and yet were counted old when they 
died. Mrs. Stanton was four years 
old when Victoria and Crispi were 
_born and both died more than a year 
ago. And of the living she ante-dated 
the births of a host of the world’s no- 
tables who are already accounted as 
_ the old people of the times. 
| For instance, she was five years old 
when Susan 8B. Anthony - was born; 
seven years old when Edward Everett 
Hale, Abram 8S. Hewitt and Dr. Theo- 
dore L, Cuyler came into the world; 
eight years old when present Con-’ 
gressman Galusha A. Grow, of Penn- 
sylvania, was a new-born babe; four- 


| teen years old when General Booth, of feast. 


Fitzhugh Lee, Richard Olney and ex- 
Vice President Stevenson arrived on 
the mortal stage; and twenty-two 
years old when Grover Cleveland en- 
tered.the earthly arena. 


So that after all, perhaps’ the ques- | 


tion is really dhanswerablé: and until 
the end of the world a woman will be 
as old as she looks and a man as old 
as he feels. But it is a consolation to 
know that a clean life, a good con- 
science and a merry heart are great 
preventives of “that tired feeling” 
which makes one feel old ahead of 


time. 


‘Decreasing the Standing Army. 

‘The United states army is coming 
back to a’ peace footing numerically. 
Another reduction in its strength is 
shortly to be made, the present num- 
ber of officers and men being 75,000, 
of whom 67,000 are enlisted men. It 
is believed by the war department 
that conditions in the Philippines, our 
“far-flung battle line,” justify cutting 
down the number.in the regular ser- 
vice to 59,600, no change being made 
in the number of officers. It is pro- 
posed to effect the reduction by put- 
ting the cavalry and artillery on a 
minimum basis, except in the case of 
the commands stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth, which will be kept at 
their present strength for purposes of 
education. ~ 

In addition to the 59,600 soldiers 
there will be 3,800 commissioned of- 
ficers, which, with the 3,300 men in 
the hospital corps, will make the total 
strength of the army on the new basis 
about 67,000, or the same as its pres- 
ent footing of enlisted men. A num- 
erical comparison made with the 
strength of the army during the out- 
break of the war with Spain reveals 
the revolution the American army has 
undergone. In January, 1897, there 
were but 2,200 commissioned officers 
on the active list. Of these about one- 
fourth were veterans of the civil war, 
in January, 1898, the number being 
585. These veteran officers are being 
retired at a rapid rate, but about 200 
of them remaining. In a very few 
years the officer who saw service in 
the war between the states will have 
been totally eliminated from the ser- 
vice. Naturaiy the retired list of the 
army has grown greatly, now num- 
bering about 1,000, some 100 of these 
being generals. As against this large 
number of retired officers, the nQmber 
of 1,900 retired enlisted men seems 
strikingly out of praportion. 

Quite a number of veterans of the 
civil war who were not in the army 
at the breaking out of the recent war 
have been admitted to the service 
since that time, principally in the 
quartermaster’s, subsistence and pay- 
master’s departments, and as they will 
very soon leave the active list on ac- 
count of the age limit, they will be 
eligible to fat pensions in nowise 
merited by their brief and largely 
nominal, service,

The Confederate Preference Bill. 

Captain Harry Krouse has prepared the 
bill which is to be introduced into fhe 
genera] assembly and which, if it becomes 
law, will compel the giving of preference 
to old soldiers of the confederate army 
in appointments and employments in the 
public service of city, county and state.

“I think every objection to the measure 
is easily answerable.

“It is difficult to say about that as I 
have not yet seen any detailed statement 
of what the final action of the city 
council really was, It would seem, how- 
ever. from what appeared in the press 
that they struck out from the new char- 


' ter much of the very best parts of it. 


“"The line of division between the two 
eéntiments or policies on the subject ap- 
pears to be that the charter as devised 
and reported by the citizens’ committee 
of forty-nine seeks to preserve and ex- 
tend that wise and well established prin- 
civnie of government of keeping the execu- 
tive and legislative functions separate 
and distinct from eaca other. It wou!d 
appear that the views of the charter that 
wll be recommended by the city council 
seeks to vest in that body, not only ab- 
solute legislative power, but also to ab- 
sorb the executive and administrative 
power. 

“The charter reported by the ettocadt 
eommittee of forty-nine adheres, as much 
as possible. to the principle, and extends 
the principle that the city council, like 
a state legislature or any parliament, 
should be as much as possible a legis- 
lative body—exclusively so. Their fune- 
tion shou!d be to make laws and ordi- 
nances for the government of the city: 
and this is so. under the charter of the 
committee of forty-nine. and the execu- 
tive and administrative functions are as 
far as possible vested in the mayor and 
boards who are charged wita the duty. of 
administrating and carrving into practi- 
cal application the laws enacted by the 
legislature and by the city council. The 
city council is also vested with the high 
discretionary power of impeachment. in 
case of malfeasance by any executive of- 
ficer or board; and even the power of re- 
moval from office in case any officer or 
board do not conduct themselves in a 
way to promote success and good admin- 
istration. The new charter of the com- 
mittee of forty-nine also widens and ex- 
tends bota the power and responsibility 
of the mayor. So that if bad appoint- 
ments are made the public will know 
that the mayor and the mayor alone is 
to blame for it. and at the same time 
the highest incentive is held out to every 
mayor to signalize his term in office by 
&@ most judicious selection and appoint- 
ment of men; and the wisest and best 
administration. So that when he suc- 
ceeds and matters go well under fis 
hand, the public may know that the 
credit is due to him. In case of the 
mayor there is no divided responsibility. 
He stands out by himself; elected by the 
people, in touch with the people, leaning 
on the people, and responsible to the 
people. 

“These are principles towards whica 
nearly all modern thought, and the best 
thought, has during the last quarter of 
a century been tending more and more 
for the solution of the great problem of 
municipal government, both in Europe 
and America, The people of Atlanta are 
entitled to improvement and progress in 
the science and practice of government 
as in other matters. Every lover of the 
city warts to see good streets, good fire, 
water, police, scaools, sanitation, and 
ali other departments of service necessary 
for the peace and well being of the péo- 
ple. Every patriot wants to see busi- 
ness active, building in all forma of im- 


provement rapidly developed, furnishing 1% 
channels.of investment, for .capijtal with’} 


ready and remunerative employment for 
labor and good comfortable homes owned 
by the masses of people each as far as 
possible the owner of his own home, and 
all else that comes from prosperous and 
happy conditions. These cannot exist or. 
endure without good government. it 
would be a dark day for our people if 
that sentiment should succeed which 
throws away the progressive wisdom of 
the times and relegates our city govern- 
ment to the methods in vogue two or 
three generations ago, and which have 
now been discarded almost universally 
by the best thinkers on these important 
lines of study and investigation, 

“Nearly all of the prosperity our people 
have enjoyed since the last genera! re- 
vision of. our city charter in 1874 is at- 
tributable ‘to board government and to 
tae wise financial system then for the 
first time devised dnd set on foot. Our 
city was a pioneer on this Mne at that 
time. The only trouble ig she did not go 
far enough. Experience, only demon- 
Strates that the divorce, the partial di- 
vorce then set on foot between the legis- 
lative and administrative departments, 
Was not carried far enough. The spirit 
of the new charter goes upon the idea 
that tae wisdom of this principle, vindi- 
cated as it has been by experience, should 
be folipwed to a proper and reasonabie 
extent some steps further in the same 
direction. 

Council Wanted (Revision. 

“It has been said that the charter of 
the city as now existing does not need 
revision. The difficulty with these who 
Make this claim is that tne question is 
not an open one.

Under its pro- 
visions the New Jersey officials have been 
able to successfully handle and punish 
the “reds” that aave given the peopie 
of that state so much trouble in the past.

DEPOT REPORT. IS’ PRINTED. 


Special Committee, Shows Why It 
Could Do Nothing Under the 
Law as Passed. 

The report of the special depot commit- 
tee of the house and senate appointed 
under the law passed by the last legisila- 
ture to look after the construction of a 
union passenger station on the state's 
property in Atlanta, has been printed and 
is now being placed in the hands of mem- 

bers of the house and senate. 

The report is a voluminous one, made 80 
by the heavy correspondence between the 
committee and President Samuel Spencer, 
of the Southern railway. and other rail- 
road officials, all of which appears. 

The committee goes briefly into the de- 
tails of the matter, Jetting thé corre- 
spondence dgpeak for itself and show 
why it was impossible to construct a 
station under the law. The consent of 
all the railroads was made necessary as 
preliminary to the work, and this the 
correspondence shows the ¢ommittee 
could not obtain. 

In concluding its report thé special 
committee says: 

‘This committee was not raised for 
the purpose of advising the general] as- 
sembly, and it will not presume to d»> 
so, but it has been demonstrated through 
these negotiations between this commit- 
tee and the railroads that no agreement 
can ever be reached between the conflict- 
ing interests, and that ff the value of the 
state’s railroad, now worth $12,000,000, is 
to be preserved, provision must be made 
for the erection on the present site of a 
union passenger station without waiting 
for the assent and approval of any per- 
son or corporation. 

“Tt is the opinion of your committee 
that a union passenger station controlica 
by the state is essential to the protection 
of the state’s property, and that a failure 
to build a union station will decrease the 
value of the state road to an extent which 
cannot be estimated at this time. It is 
our opinion that this is a vital quéstion 
to the interests of the state and one that 
merits your most earnest consideration.” 

The legislature will, no doubt, make a 
full investigation of the matter and de- 
termine what can be done for the pro- 
tection and preservation of the state’y 
property.

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Senator Sullivan Introduces. Bill 
To Relieve Them. 


Measure Provides for an Amendment 
to the Constitution of the State, , 
So as to Exempt State, 
County and Municipal 
: Bonds. 


A bill wae introduced in the senate yes- 
terday morning designed to exempt state, 
county and municipa] bonds from taxa- 
tion by holders: in Georgia. The author 
of the measure is Senator Sullivan, of 
the eighteenth distsict. _In The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning the opinion of 
Attorney General Boykin Wrigat was 
given at length. in which he held that 
state. county and -mupicipal bonds are 
subject to taxation according to the con- 
stitution of the state. 

Senator Suliivan’s bill provides for an 
amendment of paragraph 2, section 2 of 
article 7 of the constitution, which re- 
lates to the power of taxation to be éx- 
ercised by the general assembly. As the 
measure contemplates an amendment of 
the constitution a provision is made for 
ratification by tae peopie in the event 
the bfll is passed by the legislature. Up 
to this time it has been génerally sup- 
posed that state bonds were exempt from 
taxation and it is certain that adminis- 
trators, guardians and other people in 
Georgia have Invested in state bonds 
with the idea that they were non-taxaDdie 

It is the belief of many that if these 
bonds are to be taxed in future under 
the opinion of the attorney general they 
wi'l not be in such great demand aa hefe- 
tofore. Senator Sullivan is himself of 
the opinion that state, county and muni- 
cipal bonds are taxable property under 
the constitution, but he is also of the 
opinion that the state’s credit should not 
be taxa’ in this manner. Hence the f- 
troduct’on of his bill to except bonds of 
this caaracter along with the other ex- 
céntions made by the constitution adopt- 


ed in 1877 
Senator Sullivan’s Bill. 
The body of Senator Sullivan’s bill is 


as follows:

NEVER SAW PARDON BEFORE 


Rule Against Sheriff of Montgomery 
County Was Dismissed by 
Judge Roberts. 

Upon a hearing of the case of the state 
against B. E. Higgs, sheriff, on a rule 
brought by the state at the instance of 
the governor to relieve the sheriff of 
office because of his failure to turn over 
a pardén drawn for the release of W. B. 
Freeman, Judge D. M. Roberts dismissed 
the rule at Mt. Vernon, Montgomery 
county, the defendant having made a 

showing. 

The case is one of interest and much 
appeared concerning it a month or so 
ago. In ais answer Sheriff Higgs, who

“T have just taken the papers under con- 
sideration and will not be prepared to an- 
nounce my decision until the next day 
or two.”

A movement was started late yesterday 
afternoon to call a mass meeting of 
citizens of Atlanta in the interest of the 
citizens’ committee charter.

PRISON INMATES 
CRUSHING STONE 


‘Men Glad of an Opportunity To Scour 
‘Their Cells, 


CAN SMOKE AND EXERCISE 


No. 711 Tells Why Prisoners Would 
Rather Work on the Stone 
Pile Than Sit in. Their 
Quiet Cells All Day 
Long. 


Work of crushing stone for cement be- 
gan at the federal prison yesterday and 
from the caged mocking bird in the kitch- 
en to the last man in the top tier of 
cells there was rejoicing. The reason is 
that the men who have had to sit in 
their cells all day with perhaps an hour 
or two exercise in‘the corridors under the 
supervision of a guard will now have a 
chance to yank the business end of a 
heavy stone sledge by way of working 
off some of their spare time and ener- 
gies. 

The rock that is being crushed is team- 
ed from a quarry about half a mile to 
the rear. In the quarries and driving the 
teams the trusties under guard will be 
utilized. In the crushing department 
there will be some hundred men. em- 
ployed. 

Warden Hawk has been doing things to 
the prison these last few weeks with the 
result that a high stockade has been 
erected in the rear and looking from this 
direction the prison resembles in many 
Ways a garrison ofthe western frontier. 
Piles driven 6 feet, into the ground and 
extending above 14 feet and as closely 
‘together as those in a ferry stip will keep 
those who want to see more of the out- 
side world safe in the corral. For tne 
immediate present and until the stone 
erusher arrives, the men will powder the 
granite by hand. | . 

Out doors they will be able to falk a lit- 
tle now and then in the course of their 
work, and, best of all, they will have a 
chance to smoke. Up to this time this 
privilege has been denied. as smoking is 
not permitted in either the cells or the 
corridors. Then they will be able—but 
perhaps it is better to quote one of the 
men, a friend of The Constitution report- 
er, who explained why it was that this 
matter of breaking stone was looked upon 
as such a pastime.

Here specula- 
tion for an advance is also checked by 
government advices confirming the private ad-« 
vices that the yield iff many sections was turn- 
ing out better than expected. Receipts con- 
tinued light and offset the crop advices, while 
the January position maintains its premium, 
Cotton is drifting here in smaller quantities 
than expected in view of this being the high- 
est market.

‘ THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October 28.—In no particular did 
today’s stock market differ from any of the 
preceding fortnight. There was the same all- 
around dullness and apathy and the little busi- 
ness done was almost wholly professional.
